And they said 
again, This,one fellow came in to 
sojourn, and he will needs be a 
judge: now will we deal worse 
with thee, than with them. And 
they pressed sore upon the man, 
even Lot, and came near to break 
the door” (Gen, 19:9).° 

, The Christian» who drinks can- 
Not win his drinking companions 
to Christ. The girl who dances will 
never win*her dancing boy friend. 
You” may think to gain favor and 
influence the unsaved by join- 
ing with them in the lodge, or at- 
tending with them the movies, or 
by smoking or drinking or playing 
bridge with them, but you cannot! 
Worldliness means powerlessness! 
And that means that evéry Chris- 
tian who sells out is guilty in the 
murder of the poor, lost souls that 
go to Hell because he lost his in- 
fiuence. Lot could not win the Sod- 
omites. They despised him. Any 
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one among them would have list- 
ened respectfully to Abraham, who 
would not live in their cities, who 
abhorred their evil prattices, who 
would not associate with them. 
But to Lot, their worldly-minded 
friend, they would not even listen 
with. respect! And. so the whole 


Lot, the only man/God had at 
hand, had sold. and did not 
have the power of God, 


2. Next, Lot had no influence with 


his sons-in-law 


Genesis 19:14 says, “And Lot 
went out, and spake unto his sons- 
in-law, which married. his daugh- 
ters, and said, Up, get you out of 
this place; for the Lord will de- 
stroy this city. But he seemed as 
one that mocked unto ‘his sons-in- 
law.” That is one of’ the saddest 
verses in the Bible. Lot’s -religion 
was a joke to his sons-in-law> They 
laughed at his urgent -entreaties. 
They did not believe that destruc- 
tion was coming on the city. And 
while they stayed and mocked, 
they died. And Lot was responsi- 
ble. Lot let them go to Hell be- 
cause he had sold his influence. 

Some of you who read this can- 
not get your children and your 
sons and daughters-in-law even to 
go to church. You cannot get them 
to read the Bible. They do not 
want you to talk to them about 
their souls, Your religion,~ like 
Lot’s, is a joke to them. ‘Then, dear 
friend, I’m afraid I know why! 
You, like Lot, have lived in Sodom. 
You, too, have chosen the things 
of the world rather than the things 
of God: Your powerlessness is a 
wicked sin. You will be to blame 
if your loved ones go to Hell be- 
cause you did not clean up Your 
life, you did not wait in the secret 
closet, you did not surrender whol- 
ly to the power of the Spirit so 
that you could win your loved 
ones, Oh, no surrender, no sacri- 
fice, no waiting on God, no loss 
of friends or money,’ no sacrifice 
of time is too much, if you keep 
your children and your loved ones 
out of Hell! 

It may be that was the first time 
Lot. ever realized he had no in- 
fluence with anybody as a Chris- 
tian. It may be then he was like 


off, “And he wist not that the 
Lord ‘was departed from him.” So 


aimlessly, thinking’ © themselves 
very good Christians indeed. They 
do not steal, they are not outrag- 
eous sinners, they are greatly re- 
spected for morality and upright- 
ness. But, alas, they have no power 
with God, and hence they have no 
influence with men, in the matters 
of God. Abraham, living in his 
lonely tent in the hills, had time 
to look out at the stars and re- 
member that God had promised 
that his seed should be so many, 
innumerable; and he had time to 
talk with God. But Lot with his 
business, his wine, and his fellow- 
ship with wicked “brethren” had 
lost his touch with God, and hence 
had no power with men, At last 
it came home and his own sons-in- 
law, and perhaps his married 
daughters, had no confidence in his 
testimony, did not even take him 
seriously, thought Him a joke! 

3. Third, Lot did not have spiritual 
power enough even to save his 
wife 

Her heart was in Sodom. Though 
she was led away by the merciful 
hands of the angels; yet she re- 
sisted, her heart turned back, and 
so she lingered behind and looked 
back toward Sod6ém. Sodom held 
all that was dear to her: her 
daughters, her society companions, 
her rich neighbors, her fine home, 
and the enormus property that Lot 
had accumulated. But, alas, Sodom 
held also the curse of. Almighty 
God. And so Lot’s wife was turned 
to a pillar of salt. 

No man ever ought to-live so 
that his wife will not follow him 
anywhere for God. No woman, who 
is a Christian, ought ever to be 
so powerless that she cannot win 
her own husband. The other’ day 
a woman said to “Brother 
Rice, my husband won’t listen to 
me, He has no confidence in my 
Christianity. He won’t Jet me talk 
.to him about his soul. He will not 
go with me to church. Oh, what 
shall I do!” I answered, without 
intendihg to be too Severe, and I 
think I answered honestly, “Your 
husband knows you better than T 
do, If your life does not ring true,

A mother said to me, “Brother 
Rice, will you talk to my boy? 
You know how boys are): they 
won’t listen to their own mothers.” 
And I answered, “I listened to 
mother.” I knew many boys who 
listen to their mothers. That de-+ 
pends on what kind of a mother 
you are. The mother who is the 
right kind of a mother, out and out 
for God, against sin, filled with 
the Spirit, loving, prayerful, wait- 
ing on God, filled with the love and 
kindness and patience and gentle- 
ness of Christ—such a mother boys 
listen, to. I know that fathers and 
mothers can have influence over 
their children if they begin early. 
And I know that wives can always 
win their husbands,;if they reaily 
mean business and do not wait too 
long. -But Lot lost his wife and, 
as far as we know, she went to 
Hell. 


4. And then again, Lot had no 
spiritual influence over his two 


younger daughters 


Their mother was dead. They 
lived alone with him in the cave. 
It would seem that there had never 
been an opportunity for father .and 
daughters to be drawn so close to- 
gether. They had suffered ‘together, 
no doubt had wept together over 
their loved ones. The young ‘ad- 
mirers..of Sodom were all gone. 
The distractions of the social whirl 
are not here; Surely Lot could not 
gain confidence of his daughters 
and win them to know and love 
the true God, But he did not. He 
had his daughters out of Sodom, 
but he did not have Sodom out 
of his daughters. Lot had his‘ wine 
with him there in the cave. They

knew his life. They had no con- 
fidence in his testimony for god- 
liness, So they plotted to get him 
drunk, which they did, and com- 
pleted their own ruin! 

But the most real sin of Lot in 
this case was not in his wine- 
drinking, it was not in the adul- 
tery he committed. That was hor- 
rible,, but he knew nothing of it. 
Back of all that was the greater 
sin; ‘he had lost~his touch with 
God, he had lost his influence with 
his daughters. Lot was a Christian, 
but he did not have the marks of 
a Christian. He, did not have the 
joy of a Christian. He did not have 
the fruit of a Christian. 


Some Conclusions 


Surely, dear reader, you see that 
Christians ought to come out and 
be separate. Oh, I pray that as 
you read this some of you may 
make up your.minds to come out 
of Sodom, Bring family, bring

noon- and came back to me and 
reported that she had nine con- 
versions. And I said. ‘Mary, were 
they saved?”

No -person will be 
saved until the Holy Spirit has 
wrought conviction in his heart; con- 
viction deep enough to cause him 
to face his condition in God’s sight, 
1see his need of Christ, repent of 
his sins and turn to Christ for 
salvation. Conviction is solely the

1 work of the Holy Spirit. You and 


I cannot produce it. We may make 
a sinner cry by telling sob stories, 
playing on his emotions or sing- 
ing, “Tell mother Tl be there,” 
and thereby get him to join the 
ehurch; but conviction that leads 
to repentance is strictly a work 
of the Spirit.

2. Preach on Sin and Human 
Depravity 


Many Christian workers, and 


preachers as well, insist only up-/ 


on @ person accepting Christ. They 
teach that a.person is saved by 
faith alone. Paul said to the Ephe- 
sian elders, “I kept back nothing 
that was profitable unto you, but 
have showed you, and have taught 
you publickly, and from house to 
house, testifying both to the Jews, 
and also to the Greeks, repentance 
toward God, and faith 
toward. our Lord Jesus Christ.”’ 
(Acts 20:20-21). If we are to 
bring lost souls to repentance, we 
must come back to preaching the 


~great fundamental truths of the 


Bible, If we are to have another 


great revival, I am convinced that 


it will be the result of such preach- 
ing. I would say that we must 
come back first of all to preaching 
on sin and human depravity. We 


‘must drive home to the sinner’s 


heart his condition before God; 


that he is a sinner by. nature; that 


he is born in that state and that 
there is nothing whatever in him 
to commend him to ‘a holy God: 
You know a sinner likes to be 


lieve that he is a pretty 


“he is. He likes to think he is no 
so bad after all. And theré is no 


'_. Way in the world to get him to 
_Yrealize the condition that he is in 


except to give him what God says 
about it. “Behold, I was shapen in 
iniquity; and in sin did my mother 
conceive me.” (Psalm 51:5). “The 


. Wicked are estranged from the 


womb: they go astray as soon as 
they be born, speaking lies.” 
(Psalm 58:3). What does God say 
about it? Read the first three chap- 
ters of Romans. The blackest pic- 
ture that you ever read in your 


life is the picture that God draws. 
‘of the unregenerated human heart. 


Now the trouble with a lot of 
our preaching, a lot of our prince 
al soul-winning, and a lot of peop 
joining the church is that we ha 
n't realized, many of us, that in 
salvation God is not merely, deal- 


- ing with what a:man has done, or 


the sins he has committed; but is 
dealing primarily with what a per- 
son is! God goes to the root of, the 
trouble in salvation. He proposes 
to change what a man does by 
changing what the man is. Any- 
thing else that deals merely with 
the sins, the outward, overt acts of 
sin, is simply treating the symp- 
toms and isn’t touching the disease. 


If I. break out with boils, as I 


‘did not so many months ago, there 


is no use in the world in putting 


- salve and plasters on those boils. 


They are coming from something 
else;’ there is something wrong 
‘somewhere else. The eruption is 
merely the symptom, the evidence 
that there is something wrong.

Oh, how: we need to drive home 
to the unsaved heart that human 
nature is depraved, disease, and 
rotten. As Paul says, “The mouth 
is an open sepulchre.’’ If you ana- 
lyze that figure that,/Paul used, 
you will find him saying that un- 
regenerated human nature is just 
like an open grave in which a dead 
human body has been placed and 
left uncovered, and the strench of 
that decomposing body goes out 
from that grave day and night. 


3. Preach for and Call People 
To Repentance 


Then there is another thing we 
have: got to do in no uncertain 
terms: Call sinners to genyine Ho- 
ly Spirit repentance. And when I 
say Holy Spirit, I mean Holy 
Spirit wrought, I believe the Holy 
Spirit, using the Word of God, is 
the means to bring conviction, and 
I believe that repentance is also 
a work of. the Spirit. If we are go- 
ing to bring sinners to real repen- 
tance, we must ring the changes 
on sin, on the exceeding sinfulness 
of sin. Preach on Hell fire and 
damnation without apology. We 
preachers. need to keep it im- 
pressed on our own hearts that 
there is an awful Hell from which 
sinners need to be saved. And the 
sinner needs that awful Bible truth 
pressed home to his heart. Preach 
the judgment of God and the wrath 
of God against sin. Remember that 
God is a God of wrath, a-God of 
judgment _and inexorable justice as 
well as a God of love. Some of us 
preachers give the world the idea 
that God is some dear old soft, 
mushy, sentimental, indulgent gran- 
ny woman. Sinners need to know 
that the Bible teaches just as posi- 


tively the wrath of God as it does : 


the mercy of God. 

Paul said, “I.am pat serene of 
the ig the. 
Rvat nto 
everyone that sclieeelly.. . For 
therein is the righteousness of God 
revealed from faith to faith.” 
(Acts 1:16-17). But that is only 
half the statement that Paul made 
about the gospel. We forget that 
the other half of the gospel rev- 
elation is: ‘For the wrath of God 
is revealed from heaven against all 
ungodliness and unrighteousness 
of men.” (Acts 1:18). We need to 
be reminded again that “All scrip- 
ture-is given by inspiration of 
God” —that portion of it that tells 
about Hell, judgment and the wrah 
of God as well as that which tells 
of the love, mercy and grace of 
God. We are responsible to God 
4nd a lost world to preach a whole 
gospel. 

I preach so much on these that 
a dear woman came to me once 
and said, “Brother Hankins, as 
much.as there is in the Bible about 
the love, mercy and grace of God, 
why can’t you quit preaching on 
thease unpleasant things for.a while 
and preach on the love of God?” 
I said, ‘“God inspired all the Bible 
and commanded us to preach it all. 
Sinners must be told the whole 
truth. Sinners need to hear about 
the wrath of God, They need -to 
know what God has said about sin, 
Hell and judgment. They need it 
burned into their-hearts that they 
are lost and on the way to an eter- 
nal Hell, or they will never repent 
of their sins and turn to Christ 
for salvation.” 


Read the book of Jude. In that 
little book of one chapter see how 
he drives home the fact that God 
will punish sin. He uses three il- 
lustrations to prove this. First he 
cites the fact that, after God had 
brought Israel out of Egypt, He 
‘destroyed the last one of them that 
persisted im sin and unbelief. Then 
he reminds us that “The angels 
which kept not their first estate, 
but left their own habitaion, he 
hath reserved in everlasting chains 
under darkness unto the judgment 
of the great day.” (Jude 6). Even

15). He is driving home the fact 
that God will punish sin. This suf- 
ing, bleeding, dying, sinning, 
ll-bound world needs to know it. 
Surely, right here on these awful 
truths, we need to “lift up our 


voices like a trumpet.” We need, 


like John the Baptist, to warn men 
to “flee from the wrath to come.” 
(Matt. 3:7). Holy Ghost convic- 
tion will come upon sinners again 
when we do it, and not before. 


Preachers have remained silent 
on these teachings of God’s Word 
or soft-pedaled them until the 
world has just about lost its fear 
of God and ‘its sin-consciousness. 
Sin no longer seems very bad to 
anybody. ‘The worst most people 
make of it is that it is a mistake, 
and most of them try to blame it 
on the environment in which peo- 
ple live. So we have great denom- 
inations abandoning the old time 
preaching of the gospel and chang- 
ing their entire program. Their 
message is a social gospel and 
their program one of social up- 
lift. But environment is not the 
trouble with the world today. The 
trouble is not on the outside; it is 
on the inside. Man is a sinner by 
nature and a sinner by choice. Sin 
is the deadly cancer of the soul, 
the blight, the wreck, the ruin of 
the human race. If the preachers 
all’ over America would stand in 
their pulpits and ring the changes 
on sin, the wrath of God, judgment 
and Hell and call men to repent- 
ance in the good old John-the-Bap- 
tist fashion, a revival would break 
out in twelve months: that would 
sweep America, I am convinced 
that our present church programs 
and our present prevalent type of 
sermonette will never bring a re- 
vival. There is but one way to do 
it—stand up and preach and shun 
not to declare the whole counsel 
of God. (Acts 20:27). 


4. Preach the Bible as God's In- 
spired Word 


I believe in the verbal inspiration 
of the Scriptures. I believe that 
God..not..onlys it but that 
He meant every word of it. I be- 
lieve in the -literal interpretation 
of the Bible. I believe there is lit- 
eral fire in.Hell and that there are 
real Mansions in Heaven. I be- 
lieve we ought to preach the Bi- 
ble straight and make no apolo- 
gies for it. I have had people ridi- 
cule me because I believe in a lit- 
eral Hell. But the Bible says it, 
and I believe it and preach it. I 
believe God meant what He said 
in the Bible and said what He 
meant. 


Down South they tell this story 
of a negro girl. Her chureh called 
a.preacher from a modernistic 
seminary. He would read. the 
Scriptures and explain that it 
didn’t mean what it seemed to say. 
For instance, he read the story of 
the rich man and Lazarus and 
said. “Now that is just a parable 
and the Lord didn’t mean what He 
said there.’ Then he gave the mod- 
ernistic interpretation of it. He fol- 
lowed that course with other pas- 
sages, particularly on Hell and 
eternal punishment. After awhile 
the dear girl had heard that about 
the Book she loved until she could 
stand it no longer. She went to 
him and said, ‘Parson, might I 


ask you just one question ? 2?” And} 


he said, ‘Yes, what is it, girl?” 
She said, “T know you are an edu- 
cated man and I’m not an educa- 
ted girl, but listen, Parson, you 
say over and over when you read 
the Book that God doesn’t mean 
what He says.” She said, “Now 
listen, Parson, if God didn’t mean 
what He said, why didn’t He say 
what He meant?” Brother, God did 
mean what he said. And God is 
fully capable of saying what He 
meant and saying it so the com- 
mon people can understand it. I 
believe the best interpretation of
